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PEEFACE. 



The present work is designed to supply a want which has 
long been felt by practical teachers with regard to Home 
Lessons. These lessons are now regarded aa an essential part 
of the instruction given in elementary schools, and it is of 
the first importance that all impediments in the way of their 
efficient working, and all the difficulties which now surround 
them, should be removed. 

The variety of text books used by an ordinary scholar for 
his home lessons is apt rather to confuse than to assist him, 
while the absence of any apportionment of work for any 
particular time has been a source of trouble and work to the 
teacher, who would gladly be relieved from the irksome task 
of pencilling, inking, or otherwise setting out the next 
evening's exercises. In large schools this method cannot be 
eflfectively carried out for want of time. 

It is in the hope of affording some relief to the teacher, 
and of substituting definiteness and precision for the 
present vague and unsatisfactory system, that the authors, 
both teachers of large schools, venture to submit this, the 
first instalment of an intended series, to the favourable 
consideration of the public. It contains a large amount of 
suitable matter for Home lessons, and it has this further 
advantage, that it is carefully graduated throughout, and so 
arranged as to give the teacher no trouble in its management, 
and the scholar no pretence for pleading that he "did not 
know what the lesson was." 
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pPh^^ passages from Holy Scripture are an espec^ 
th^ bbok, as thej will be of the whole series, and it is hoped 
wiU prove acceptable to the teacher and be of benefit to the 
scholar. 

Great care has been bestowed on the spelling lessons. The 
authors have attempted to simplify the difficidties of English 
orthography, and to make the scholar thoroughly acquainted 
with words in common usa 

In the arithmetical examples the new requirements of 
School Inspectors have been constantly in mind ; and while 
the number of ordinary examples is unusually large, the 
teacher will find an abundant supply of exercises in words which 
cannot fail to test the intelligence of the scholar, and at the 
same time secure an accurate acquaintance with the principles 
of notation and numeration. 

Each lesson is well defined in length and matter, and is 
intended to be repeated or shown on the morning of the day 
which stands in the margin.
